NECC’s parking permit poli- 
cy is in its third semester of im- 
plementation and it is still stirring 
up controversy. 

The passes themselves cost 
$8.50 for students and adjunct 


ten into an accident, the permit 
system makes it easier to locate 
the owners of the cars involved 
and handle the situation, he said. 

Tirone said, by the adminis- 
tration’s standards, the main pur- 
pose of the permits is to keep tabs 
on who is on campus. 

If a student, staff or faculty 
member gets a new car or has to 
take a car that isn’t theirs to the 
school, they have to notify secu- 
rity that there is a vehicle in the 
lot that belongs to someone with 
a permit, without a visible permit.

faculty per semester and $17 for 
full-time faculty for the academic 
year. 

Although they are inexpensive 
when compared to other colleges’ 
parking passes, some faculty, 
staff and students still dislike 
them based on the principle of 
the matter. 

Lt. Dan Tirone, operations 
commander of security for the 
Haverhill campus, said that the 
permits are disliked but very 
helpful.

know so we can give you a tem- 
porary pass,” said Tirone. 

Tirone said that there are two 
or three rounds a day in the dif- 
ferent lots to look for violators 
of the parking policy, depending 
on how busy campus is that day. 
Weather conditions rarely affect 
rounds. 

“I’m not going to put my peo- 
ple in harm’s way but weather 
doesn’t matter. That would be un- 
fair to people paying for permits. 
People without permits could be 
taking those spots closer to their 
building that they’re actually

paying for,” said Tirone. 

“We see more people going 
for free parking more in the fall 
in Haverhill,” said Tirone. 

The nicer weather makes the 
walk from the Tech Center to 
wherever people are heading a lot 
easier. 

The Buckley Garage in Law- 
rence isn’t a very far walk no 
matter the weather. 

Tirone said, “Lawrence (se- 
curity) has to be more careful 
because they’re downtown with 
meters. More people try to sneak 
in. 

The only people exempt from 
buying permits are those with 
handicap placards and plates. 

State law states that as long as 
these drivers are parked in handi- 
capped spots, they cannot be tick- 
eted. 

When cars without permits 
park in permit-only areas and get 
ticketed, they can be issued a fine. 

The fines collected throughout 
the year do not disappear but can 
be appealed in person at the se- 
curity office or online where the 
permits are sold. 

Unpaid fines do not affect a 
student’s ability to sign up for 
classes, petition to graduate or 
anything else having to do with 
academics, but they do accrue 
interest. 

For those still against paying 
for permits, Tirone says there are 
roughly 300 or 400 non-permit 
parking spots next to the Hartleb 
Technology Center in Haverhill, 
and the Buckley Garage offers 
free parking for the Lawrence 
campus.

A news employee wears a lot 
of hats, especially on a small, stu- 
dent-run paper like this one. That 
can be a really good thing! It’s a 
great opportunity to learn a whole 
lot of valuable skills and acquire 
some very useful knowledge. 

To take the best possible ad- 
vantage of that, there are some 
other skills you’ ll want to keep in 
mind. 

Getting good at things is a 
skill you can get good at. It’s 
called rapid skill acquisition -- 
you can learn how to identify the 
core principles in any discipline, 
and, with a little time, effort and 
enthusiasm, get pretty good at it. 
Not great. Maybe not even pro- 
fessional. But good enough that 
you could put it on your resume. 

If you sign up for the Observ- 
er (and there are openings) you'll 
have the opportunity to get rea- 
sonably competent in some very 
valuable computer skills. You'll 
get experience with programs 
like Adobe InDesign and Photo- 
shop, and with Wordpress. 


These are the programs that 
professionals use to edit photos, 
to design publications. They’re 
very powerful programs, and one 
of the things you should keep in 
mind is that if you think some- 
thing ought to be possible us- 
ing them, there’s a really good 
chance that it is. You may have 
to do some Googling to figure 
out what the feature is called, 
where to find it and how to use it. 
(Though with experience you'll 
get the hang of exploring to find 
the things you’re looking for.) 

But when you know it should 
be there, you'll often be able to 
figure out where to find it. 

Also: Learn keyboard short- 
cuts. You can’t imagine how 
much time you'll save. 

You can also learn how to 
Google. Like, really Google. It’s 
one of the best research skills 
you can develop for getting good 
introductiory information about 
any given topic. 

I'll let you do some digging 
on your own but the main points 
are: use search settings to narrow 
your range; learn search modifi- 
ers (putting site:[url] returns only 


results from a particular website. 
Putting a phrase in quotation 
marks returns only results that 
contain those words in exactly 
that order.); and word choice. 

Word choice is possibly the 
most powerful one. Definitely a 
good one to learn as a writer: get 
the hang of guessing what other 
people would say about the thing 
you want to find, and you'll be 
able to effectively search for it. 
(And you'll be better at writing 
about things in a way that helps 
people find it. Which is called 
Search Engine Optimization, or 
SEO. Which is a skill you can put 
on your resume.) 

In some small part, journalism 
is about becoming a kind-of-ex- 
pert on a dozen things a week for 
long enough to explain the basic 
idea to non-experts. That’s a real- 
ly cool thing to be able to do! And 
it’s a thing you can learn how to 
do, and get better at. 

It’s really important to under- 
stand that you can improve your 
ability to acquire skills, and you 
can improve your ability to learn 
and use information.

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PLANE CRASH CORNER: 


Are most plane crashes caused by human error? 


Take a look at these 
crashes whose fate 
was determined in a 


simple mistake

Most people think the cause of 
air disasters is plane malfunction. 
In most cases it’s actually human 
error, not only the pilots’, but the 
people inside the towers. 

Even small errors can cause 
catastrophic consequences. 

One of the most known cases 
of a plane collision involving hu- 
man error is the Tenerife airport 
disaster that left 583 dead. The 
crash involved KLM Flight 4805 
and Pan Am Flight 1736. 

On March 27, 1977, the run- 
way was filled with fog and the 
pilots had a hard time seeing so 
many flights were delayed or can- 
celled. 

The flights that were able to 
continue on track had the extra 
eyes of the air traffic control. 

On the day of the crash the 
weather wasn’t exactly “flying 
weather.” It was extremely fog- 
gy on the runway, so most flights 
were cancelled until the fog sub- 
sided. With the help of Air Traf- 
fic Controllers (ATCS) directing 
planes were to go flights were

continued as planned. 

Due to the intense fog and sev- 
eral misunderstandings of com- 
munication the ATCS gave KLM 
flight 4805 the ok to take off not 
realizing that Pan Am flight 1736 
was still on the runway. 

Due to the fact when the 
ATCS and Pan Am flight 1736 
try to both contact each other at 
the same time the connection was 
lost and neither received the mes- 
sage, so Pan Am 1736 flight was 
still on the runway not knowing 
that KLM flight 4805 was head- 
ing right toward them. 

With no time to move both, 
planes collided with each other 
resulting in 583 fatalities accord- 
ing to the Tenerife Information 
Centre. 

Now this crash happened on 
the ground, the planes were not 
even in the air. The crash didn’t 
involve the planes’ materials; it 
was the fault of human error in- 
volving both the pilots and the air 
traffic control. 

In this situation the crash 
didn’t involve plane malfunction 
but human error. 

The Tenerife incident changed 
the way flying schools teach their 
lessons. If you went to get your 
air license 20 years ago at time 
before Tenerife happened, the 
section regarding human factors 
and decision-making wouldn’t be 


listed. 

The incident scared many pi- 
lots and changed the aviation 
world forever. Due to the crash 
it is now mandatory that human 
factors and pilot decision mak- 
ing, is a key component for rec- 
reational, private, and commer- 
cial ground training like Langley 
Flying School to abide by these 
rules. 


result in tragedy. 

In 2009 an Air France flight 
447 leaving from Rio de Janeiro 
to Paris crashed into the Atlantic 
plummeting 38,000 ft. in three 
minutes and 30 seconds killing 
all 228 passengers according to 
CNN news reports. 

Questions arise on how the 
plane could just fall out of the sky 
having such experienced pilots in

The captain of KLM flight 
4805, who had 30 years of expe- 
rience, was in a hurry, and want- 
ed to get the flight started. He 
knew the conditions on that day 
regarding the weather that flights 
weren't going to run as smoothly 
as pilots wanted them to. 

In seconds, 583 people were 
perished to death. 

Thirty-two years later after the 
Tenerife incident, another plane 
crash caused by human error 
claimed 228 lives. 

This crash was years after the 
Tenerife incident, since then pi- 
lots have been trained much more 
now than in 1977. Once again, 
minor errors caused by the pilots’

So it’s very hard for 
me knowing there’s a new 
video game coming out and 
being able to resist from 
buying it,” said Garcia. 

Garcia says that his ob- 
session with buying new 
video games will not cease, 
but is much more controlled 
When it comes to spending 


his money. 

“Unfortunately, I work 
at GameStop, so there’s a 
lot of temptation but I try to 
avoid buying games in store 
and buy online instead. One 
of my favorite websites is 
eStarland.com, they offer 
great prices and give cash 
or credit to people with old 
games or consoles to trade,” 
Garcia said. 

Sabrina Johnson, 20, 
said she is proud of her 
spending habits. 

“T take pride in the fact 
that I’m able to afford life, 
save money and buy my- 
self nice things, but that 
all comes with knowing 
how to manage your mon- 
ey properly,” said Johnson.

the cockpit. 

Minutes leading up to the 
crash, pilots got conflicting air 
speeds. The aircraft climbed 
38 thousand feet when the stall 
warning was triggered and the 
plane stalled. 

The pilots should have re- 
sponded to the stall by pulling the 
nose of the plane up instead of 
down to recover. 

When pushing down on the 
nose the plane will gain air speed, 
but pulling the nose up will cre- 
ate an aerodynamic stall. This is 
what made the plane plummet 38 
thousand feet midair. 

The crash is one of the most 
deadly Air France has had to en- 


dure. 

It took nearly two years for 
divers to find the black boxes, 
which held the voices of the pi- 
lots seconds leading up to the 
crash. Knowing this information, 
the pilots should have been ready, 
and known how, to act’if some- 
thing went wrong. 

All pilots know to pully the 
nose down not up when it comes 
to plane turbulence or stalling 
out. No one knows what was 
going through the minds of the 
pilots except for the pilots them- 
selves. 

If it weren’t for miscommu- 
nication and human error Air 
France flight 447 wouldn’t be 
4,000 meters at the bottom of the 
Atlantic. 

The risk of plane collisions 
runs through the minds every 
time someone steps into a plain. 
You only hope that everything 
goes as planned, but when some- 
thing does goes wrong you hope 
the pilots and aviation control 
know how to handle the problem. 

When air incidents happen, 
what first pops into many minds 
is that something was wrong with 
the plane or it had a malfunction. 

But in the cases shown, human 
error and decision making play a 
key role in the probable cause.

MVCB is open to anyone will- 
ing to participate.

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Remembering Dave Fagerstrom

Professor Dave Fagerstrom, 
who served as an instructor of 
economics and college success 
for nearly six years at NECC, 
passed away on Friday, April 24, 
2015 at the age of 68. 

Fagerstrom was born in Stam- 
ford, Conn. and later moved to 
Massachusetts with his family, 
where he graduated from Water- 
town High School in 1964. 

Shortly after his graduation, 
Fagerstrom joined the U.S. Navy 
as an electronic technician and 
ended up serving in the Caribbe- 
an and off the coast of Vietnam 
during the Vietnam War. 

After his military service, 
Fagerstrom went back to school 
and earned his BA at UMass 
Lowell and his MBA from Suf- 
folk University in the mid 1970s. 

He then went on to a success- 
ful career in market research and 
analysis, which spanned over 30 
years. 

After years of acquiring ex- 
perience in his field, Fagerstrom 
became an adjunct professor at 
NECC in the fall of 2009. In that 
role, he combined his knowledge 
and skills in economics with his 
passion for teaching, which en- 
hanced the learning experience 
of his students through applying 
his extensive familiarity with the 
subject. 


However, Fagerstrom’s love 
for teaching wasn’t limited to just 
the classroom setting. 

“He (was) always very caring 
when it (came) to his students,” 
said Ginger Hurajt, writing pro- 
fessor and current head of the 
Student Affairs Committee and 
Honors program at NECC. “He 
(was) always in his office with 
his door open, willing to help his 
students.”In addition to teaching 
at NECC, Fagerstrom also taught 
economics courses at night at 
Southern New Hampshire Uni- 
versity and the American College 
of History and Legal Studies. 

Even with his 
very busy teaching 
schedule, _ Fager- 
strom always man- 
aged to find time to 
become involved at 
NECC, to include: 
being an active 
member of NECC’s 
Contemporary Af- 
fairs Club, serving as a union 
representative for adjunct profes- 
sors at NECC, and serving as a 
member of the Staff and Faculty 
Inquiry Group (SFIG), where he 
helped establish universal course 
design. 

“Even though Dave was not a 
full-timer, he turned up to meet- 
ings out of genuine care and con- 
cern about teaching and the pol- 
icies of NECC,” said Meredith 


Gunning, professor of philoso- 
phy at NECC. Gunning also re- 
marked that she has always been 
“impressed” by Fagerstrom’s 
open-mindedness and kind-heart- 
edness when dealing with others. 

“He would send me articles 
on religion and philosophy out 
of sheer curiosity and as a way 
of sparking deeper learning,” 
said Gunning. On a professional 
level, she also remarked that his 
progressiveness and willingness 
to work alongside others of dif- 
ferent disciplines created a more 
welcoming atmosphere within 
NECC’s Global Studies Depart-

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ment. 

In addition to Fagerstrom’s in- 
volvement with committees and 
student clubs, he was also a mem- 
ber of NECC’s Veterans’ Writing 
Group—the first person to join, 
that is, according to Paul Saint- 
Amand, founder of the Veterans’ 
Writing Group, professor of En- 
glish at NECC and Vietnam-era 
U.S. Air Force veteran. 

“At our first (Veterans’ Writ- 


ing Group) meeting, it was only 
the two of us, so we had a real 
chance to share our service expe- 
riences,” said Saint-Amand. 
Since joining the Veterans’ 
Writing Group, Saint-Amand 
stated that Fagerstrom became 
very interested in writing about 
his experiences, and has, in ef- 
fect, “dug deep” into the art of 
memoir writing. “Dave has begun 
to bring (his) experiences togeth- 
er as a book,” said Saint-Amand. 
As a result of his passion to 
write, Fagerstrom had begun a 
writing initiative for his College 
Success students, where he asked 
them to write 
at least several 
hundred words 
between each 
class period as 
part of an ongo- 
ing, journal-like 
assignment. 
Always striv- 
ing to be an ex- 
ample to his students, Fagerstrom 
pushed himself to write upwards 
of over one thousand words be- 
tween each class as both a per- 
sonal challenge and as a way to 
motivate his students. 
Fagerstrom’s written adven- 
tures include many exciting tales 
from his time in the U.S. Navy, 
to include his involvement in 
Caribbean training operations, 
almost being cast out to sea by

“rogue wave,” and his experience 
in helping provide long distance 
gun support for troops on the 
ground in Vietnam. 

His choices in story writing 
reflected his great pride in his 
military service and his status as 
a veteran. 

In active support of his service 
and all those who’ve served, he 
often wore his U.S. Navy ser- 
vice cap, which had the name of 
his ship, the U.S.S. Warrington, 
spelled across the top of it; and 
he would also stroll about NECC 
with his large wooden walking 
stick, which had a Vietnam ser- 
vice bead-pattern dangling near 
the top of it. 

The effect Professor Fager- 
strom has had on NECC and all of 
his past students cannot rightly be 
measured, but many would agree 
that he has performed above the 
standard with honor, as both an 
American and an educator. 

He has been an invaluable 
source of knowledge and kind- 
ness at NECC, and his aura will 
be sorely missed. 

Fagerstrom’s funeral was held 
on April 30th 2015 in Haverhill.

The NECC Knights just keep 
on winning. The Knights closed 
out the season with an incredi- 
ble 20-game winning streak and 
finished the year with a 25-2 re- 
cord.

The pitching has also been 
stellar this year. Knights pitchers 
have thrown three shutouts and 
have a collective 3.87 ERA with 
a .263 opponent batting average. 

Ryan McAuliffe and Zarif 
Pajazetovic continue to lead the 
way on the mound for NECC, and 
it’s almost hard to tell who is the 
ace of the staff. 

McAuliffe leads the team in 
innings pitched (44), strikeouts 
(46) and ERA (1.84) and has 
notched a 5-0 record this year. 

But Pajazetovic isn’t far 
behind. He has thrown 40 innings 
this year and leads the team with 
a 6-0 record, and his ERA is 2.03. 

While it may be hard to pick 
an ace, it is certainly a good 
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problem for coach Jeff Mejia to 
have. 

Freshmen Anthony Dally, 
Robert Barry and Gianni Esposito 
have also made an impact for the 
Knights this year. Dally, a lefty, 
is 2-0 with a 4.23 ERA and 32 
strikeouts in 27.2 innings pitched. 

Barry and Esposito are both 
right-handers and have both 
pitched 19 innings this year. Bar- 
ry has put up a 3.28 ERA, while 
Esposito has a 1.89 ERA. 

The Knights will look to 
continue their success into the 
playoffs, hopefully culminating 
in another trip to Tyler, Texas for 
the NJCAA World Series. 

With the quality depth both on 
the mound and at the plate, the 
Knights will look to be a serious 
contender to win it all in 2015.
